Smoke  Control  was  discussed  and  a programme  for  the  whole  area  was 
drawn  up,  approved  by  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  their  approval c The  Arnold  (Noc  1)  Smoke  Control 
Order  became  operative  on  the  1st  Juiy0  It  is  hoped  that  No.  2 area  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Mini -try  towards  the  end  of  next  year. 

Meat  inspection  has  again  accounted  for  a considerable  amount  of  an 
inspector's  time.

A constant  supply  of  drinking  water  has  been  available  throughout  the 
district  during  the  year. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  Public  Baths  have  been  well  conducted  under  the  able  supervision  of 
Mr.  W.  Watson „ Baths  Superintendent. 

No  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department  as  t .»  unsatisfactory 
hygiene  conditions. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  196?,  the  ineonu  rom  all 
sources  was  £5 9 2 80,  with  an  expenditure  of  £10,001,  leaving  a balance  of 
£4,721  charged  to  the  Rate  Fund,  equivalent  to  a 1.03d.  rate. 

Eight  samples  ©f  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Foul  sewage  from  the  whole  of  the  built-up  area  of  the  Urban  District  is 
dealt  with  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  at  their  disposal  works,  Stoke  Bardolph, 
at  a cost  to  this  district  of  £23,204  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1967. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repairs  of  sewers  within  the  Urban  District  for 
the  same  period  was  £28,051  including  £24,663  Loan  Charges. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  Rivers  or  Canals  within  the  District. 

Five  tributary  stream  * drain  the  areas~ 

1.  Gedling  Road  and  Mapperley  confluence  via  Arno  Vale  Road  and  Thackeray's 
Lane. 

2.  Coppice  Road  confluence  via  Bentwell  Avenue  and  Brookfield  Road. 

3.  Kingswell  confluence  via  Nottingham  Road  Recreation  Ground. 

4.  Calverton  Road  confluence  via  Front  Street  and  Nottingham  Road, 

5.  Redhill  confluence  via  Mansfield  Road  to  Jubilee  Road. 

All  converge  into  the  Daybrook  which  in  turn  discharges  into  the  River  Leen 
at  Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham,  via  the  Valley  Road  Playing  Fields. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  position  throughout  the  district  generally  is  in  my  opinion  entirely 
satisfactory  in  that  a water  carriage  system  operates  to  the  extent  of  100  per 
per  cent. 

No  more  than  6 Pail  Closets  remain  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District. 


There  are  approximately  100  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Urban 
District,  on  the  East,  North  East  and  Northern  boundaries,  where  public  sewers 
are  not  available.  These  are  emptied  by  the  Council  on  request  twice  a year 
(Spring  and  Autumn)  at  a charge  of  ^9s.  Od.  per  800  gallons.  An  income  of 
£436  was  received  during  the  year  for  emptying  cesspools,  expenditure  was  £562. 


Beech  Avenue,  Clumber  Avenue , Clipstone  Avenue,  Mapperley  Plains 

There  has  been  little  progress  in  this  area,  we  are  still  receiving  numerou 
complaints  of  leaking  and  overflowing  cesspools  and  these  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  contract  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  in  this  area  was  approved  on  31st  October. 


Public  Health  Act,  X93t.  Section  25(l)  Dustbins 

The  system  of  replacing  defective  dustbins  is  as  follows 

Defective  bins  are  reported  by  the  refuse  collectors,  a letter  is  then  sent 
to  the  owner  requesting  replacement  of  the  defective  bin.  After  a lapse  of  a 
reasonable  time,  a Statutory  Notice  is  served  on  the  owner  giving  him  28  days  in 
which  to  provide  same.  Two  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year,  and 
no  dustbins  were  supplied  in  default. 

Unsatisfactory  containers  such  as  wash- tubs,  drums,  etc.,  appear  from  time 
to  time.  Where  this  happens  the  premises  are  visited  and  the  substitute 
receptacle  is  ultimately  replaced  for  one  of  an  approved  pattern. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  two  new  dustbins  were  provided  at  80  private  premises
